You 
have to choose something that 


you genuinely like, that you 
would normally listen to. Music 
really expresses you as a person 
and identifies your character. 
I’m a big rap and hip-hop fan so 
the music I come out to has to 
fit that. 

•MAKE PEOPLE CARE ABOUT 
YOUR STORYLINES 

To keep fans emotionally 
invested you need to bring 
something unique and 
breathtaking from the second 
you step into the ring, and 
make eye contact with the 
viewers.

designer and illustrator. Once we’ve 
explored every orifice of our brains 
we get pencil to paper and finger to 
mouse. 

The illustration jobs 
we get through the door 
start life with a loose 
brief followed by initial 
sketches. From there, 
we develop the design 
composition and add 
more details. Once the 
final sketch is approved 
we begin the inking up 
stage. We use brushes and 
Indian ink for this. We then 
down tools and scan the final 
inked version into the computer 
for colouring, shading and 
highlights.

Only’s guitarist brother, 
the implausibly-named Doyle 
Wolfgang Von Frankenstein, 
walked offstage mid-set 
after concluding his brother's 
performance was “embarrassing”..

The 
cake tasted bloody good but I'm not 
sure I'll look at birthday cakes in 
the same way again. I didn’t have 
to eat much, but Chris and Tom had 
to stuff their faces. Chris loves cake.

DO YOU HAVE ANY GIGS LINED 
UP FOR NEXT YEAR? 

I’m sure we’ll be touring the album 
and hopefully most of the festivals. 
I’d love to play Reading. I’ve never 
even been. It would be nice to hit 
America and Australia, too. The 
album’s being released worldwide 
so hopefully we have a chance. 
AND FINALLY, WE SAW A 
PETITION ON FACEBOOK TO GET 
YOU IN THE EUROVISION SONG 
CONTEST. THERE’RE LIKE 2,000 
PEOPLE ON THERE. DO YOU EVER 
SEE THAT HAPPENING? 

We would never do that. It sounds 
like it was probably started as 
a joke.
